The report of the Committee on the 
Cause or Prevention of Infant Mortal- 
ity was read by Dr. Henry Mitchell, 
chairman of the State Board of Health, 
Asbury Park, N. J. The remarkable 
diminution in the number of deaths 
among infants during the past ten 
years, he said. has been by many as- 
cribed to the recognition, by medical 
practitioners, of the advantages which 
attend cleanly methods in the collec- 
tion, storage and preparation of cows’ 
milk for infants who are artificially 
fed. The deaths from diphtheria have 
diminished. Measles and whooping 
‘cough have varied but little in their 
periodical recurrence. The measures 
regarded as most promising for a fur- 
ther reduction of the mortality among 
infants, the committee said. are the 
more general adoption of cleanly 
methods in the collection, cooling and 
haniling of cows’ milk; the :abolish- 
ment of breeding places for flies near 
dwellings, and their exclusion from 


contact with food: the erection of im- 


proved tenements in cities, and the ef- 
fectual solution of all cases of com- 
municable diseases. 

In a paper on immigration as it at- 
fects the public health, Dr. A. J. Me- 
Laughlin. assistant surgeon of the Ma- 
rine Hospital Service, declared that the 
real danger lies in that class of immi- 
grants whose physique is much below 
the American standard, whose employ- 
ment is in the sweat-shops, and whose 

is the East Side tenement m 
‘New York. The greatest menaces to 
public health, he declared, are the 
various filthy and infected. though pic- 
turesque, “foreign quarters.” 

The feature of tonight’s session of 
the lation was the annual address 
of the president, Dr. Walter Wyman, 
Surgeon+General of the United States 
Public Health and Marine Hospital 
Service. He said in part: “I believe 
that the condition of our 
cities presents a condition parallel to 
that of their political corruption. Mu- 
nicipal betterment would proceed 
faster if its promoters realized that an 
achievement may fail when too much 
at one time is attempted, but may suc- 
ceed by efforts in detail.” 

Moral reforms. he said, would easily 
follow better sanitation. Large cities, 
here and abroad, he said, have shown 
the effect on health and commercial 
prosperity of purcly sanitary measures. 

Among others he mentioned New 
York, with its tenement-house victo- 
ries: San Francisco, in its sanitary 
struggie in Chinatown: Memphis, with 
its sewerage formation in t warfare 
against yellow fever, and Havana. 

Ly. Wyman expressed the opinion 
that the popular interest in sanitary 
reforms might be enlisted through the 
agency of the labor unions, which have 
already manifested their own interest 
in sanitation and are nearer to the 
great voting public than any other or- 
ganized body in citie®. 

“To awaken the interest of the poor 
in measures for their own betterment,” 
he said, ie preferable to seeking aid 
of phila-thropic millionaires.”

The run, so far as it can be 
traced, was started by a disquieting 
rumor from the outside that seemed to 
strike St. Louis shortly after noon, to 
the effect that the saving institutions 
here were unsound, and like a prairie 
fire spread in a flash through the streets 
and mercantiie establishments, whose 
employés represent the majority of 
savings depositors. 

It is. stated that the rumor that 
started the run came from Ch 

and was to the effect that two of the 
directors of the Mississippi Valley 
Company had recently endeavored to 
negotiate a loan of. $2,000,000 in that 
city and had been refused. Today this 
rumor was pronounced an absolute 
canard by the directors concerned. 

As soon as the run started all other 
business was laid aside, and every fa< 
cility was afforded for the prompt 
payment of deposits. The clause which 
gives the banks the privilege of with- 
holding payment until sixty days no- 
tification was waived, and amounts 
a paid rapidly regardless of their 

Presidents of the different national 
banks assembled during the afternoon 
and issued a statement that the banks 
of St. Louis are perfectly solvent and 
amply able to liquidate all demands. 
All the banks closed at 3 o'clock, the 
usual closing hour, and gave out word 
that ‘they will open tomorrow morn- 
ing at the usual hour, 10 o'clock, and 
will meet all demands made.

We 
have no fear whatever for the bank.” 

At the Lincoln Trust Company's of- 
fice, a long line of depositors stood be- 
fore the paying teller’s window. and 
as fast as they presented their books 
the money demanded was paid out. 

The run, said President Woerhide of 
the company. was caused by rumors 
printed in out-of-town papers as to the 
condition of St. Louls trust companies. 
He said all demands would t+ promptly 
met. The sixty-day clause had not 
been taken advantage of. 

At the different trust companies 
where runs were taking place there was 
good order.

Telephones and Rents. 


A curious. reason for the increase in 
the rental value of premises in certain 
parts of the city is the connection be- 
tween rents and telephones established 
by new conditions of business, 

New York so planned that the 
middie ledge of avenues and streets is 
bound always to be the most impor- 
tant. Since the eity began to grow 
Broadway has been its chief thorough- 
fare and in turn the chief streets cross- 
ing it, Canal, Grand, Fourteenth and 
Twenty-Third, have been the principal | 
cross thoro fares.

A person desiring to 
send an order to a store would not 
usually select one out of the way on 
some distant street avenue.

eled streets are put directly in the 
swim.”

sisteney of a pounded beefsteak, one 
eye closed and the other nearly 80, 
stood before Champion Jack Johnson 
for twenty hopeless rounds last night, 
going through an hour and twenty 
minutes of the worst hell that ever 
was inflicted upon a heavyweight pu- 
gilist in this city. 

From the terrific right smash that 
Johnson drove across the Oxnarder’s 
guard to his vulnerable jaw in the 
opening round, dropping the Senegam- 
bian for the first time in his life, to 
the anal quick action of Referee Char- 
lie Eyton as he raised Johnson's arm 
in token of victory at the finish, Mc- 
Vey figured only as a sort of human 
punching bag—a foil for the shifty 
colored champion’s art. Not a blow 
in the pugilist’s calendar escaped the 
loser’s poor body. Johnson reached him 
at will, and whenever the beet topper 
became the i¢ast bit ambitious, a 
smashing right shot across his left 
shoulder to his jaw, and he stopped 
like a shot ciock. Nor was there any 
diagrace in it, either, for any other 
man than McVey would have been laid 
away half a dozen times. The punish- 
ment he took spoke a world of good 
things for his endurance and his game- 
ness as a fighter..

Never was 
he in serious distress during the battle; 
once in the ninth round he was a little 
tired. but in the last minutes of that 
period he evened up the temporary ad- 
Vantage secured by McVey, and the 
battle decided itself. Referee Eyton's 
verdict was so popular that not a single 
hiss greeted it—a remarkable thing in 
fistic annals. 

First round—Jonnson advanced con- 
fidently to the center of the ring, war- 
fly circling around his opponent, stand- 
ing in his usual graceful and effective 
attitude, feet well apart, guard carried 
well up, his chest and left arm half ex- 
tended. McVey, with head dow, 
rushed. Johnson side-stepped, launch- 
ing a stiff uppercut to the face. John- 
son shot in a straight left to the jaw. 
McVey stopped, and rushed again; 
Johnson stepped back, set himself, and 
smashed a straight right across Me- 
Vey's arm to his jaw, setting the Ox- 
nard man down with a jolt that shook 
the house. He took a few seconds and 
came up again, looking dazed and very 
much surprised at the warm reception. 
McVey rushed: Johnson hooked his 
right to the ear, and crossed hard again 
with it, this time flush on the mouth. 
The gong rang. 

Second round—McVey landed a light 
left on the ribs. He then rushed and 
tried to outmix Johnson, but met his 
master at infighting. In a rally seldom 
equaled, Johnson delivered three effec- 
tive short arm blows on the body, 
‘hooked to the head, and fought McVey 
all over the ring. McVey grazed John- 
son's face with a left uppercut; John-

Face of an Engine. 

A writer comments upon the fact 
that a railway engine has a face, and 
that the face has an expression. 
Look at an engine.“ says the writer. 
“anl you can see that one looks noble 
simply noble in its strength; another, 
gigantic in force, but not noble—an ex- 
pression, of mere brute strength. Some 
engines have a lofty, almost supercil- 
ious expression. others almost stout- 
ness. Then there are engines that dis- 
tinctly look angry, and others compar- 
atively gentle. 

“What is the key to this physiog- 
nomy? Where is the seat of expres- 
sion? On the whole, it seems to be the 
funnel. It has been easy to observe 
this lately. as the engineers of most 
English railways have been shortening 
the funnels. The old broad-gauge 
Great Western had a much finer ex- 
pression than the last new pattern 
with the short funnel. The new en- 
gine powerful, indeed. but the 
short funnel has given it a sinister, 
ugly expression. 

“The new Midland express engines 
have an almost vulgar look in theils 
stoutness compared with the refined 
physiognomy of the old single-driving | 
wheel express, perhaps the most 
graceful railway engine ever built. The 
straight funnel, without rim, narrow- 
ing from top to base—a Mother Goose's 
hat upside doun—gave the old South- 
western, Southeastern and Great East- 
ern engines an almost foolish and 
simple expression. 

“For pure dignity ‘the old Great 
that severely ornamental 
machine. with the enormous driving 
wheels, would carry the palm. The 
Northwestern expresses have always 
worn a fine look of contained power, 
but their black color and the contracted 
shape of the funnel. suggesting a knit- 
ted eyebrow. give them a harsh turn.”

HIS OWN RACE. 
Lives of Those Who Oppose Their 


Views—Murderer Escapes Leaving Hat 
and Revolver Bought in New York. 


(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
LONDON, Oct. 27.—[By Atlantic Ca- 


die.) Sagatel Sagouni, president of the 


Armenian Revolutionary Society in 
London, was murdered in the suburb 
of Nunhead late yesterday evening. 
The crime has créated a sensation, as 
it has every appearance of béing of a 
political character, and has been pre- 
ceded by the assassinations of other 
officials of nehes of the same 80- 
ciety on the continent. 
Sagouni, who only returned to Lon- 
don yesterday after settling up the af- 
fairs of an associate in Switzerland, 
who was recently murdered by stab- 
bing, was entering his residence when 
aman rushed across the road and fired 
four shots at Sagouni in quick succes- 
sion, the last bullet entering the re- 
gion of the heart. The murderer, who 
uppeared to be a foreigner, fied. The 
only clews to the man in possession of 
the authorities are a felt hat and 
a revolver, both made in New 
York, which he dropped in his flight. 
The murdered man, who was a min- 
ing engineer, became wealthy in the 
Caucasus, and devoted his money to 
Armenian causes. His society was en- 
tirely passive and opposed to violence. 
and it is thought this attitude inspired 
the advanced section of the Armenians 
with the desire for vengeance, the lat- 
ter claiming that Sagouni’s society 
devoted funds to charity which would 
have been better applied to violent 
remedies for the Armenian grievances. 
Sagount is said to have moved to 
England from New York early in 1902. 
It is stated that Sagouni’s life had 
been threatened on account of his par- 
ticipation in the exposure by the ed- 
itor of a Boston newspaper, Young Ar- 
menla, after the misappropriation of 


funds by a faction of the Armenian 


revolutionists. These men are alleged 
to have collected $20,000 in America in 
1902, and to have put the money in 
their own. pookets,. instead of pushing 
the propaganda for the emancipation 
of the Armenians, for which the money 
was subscribed.

LLEY LINES AS FEEDERS. 


Officials of the New York Central 
railroad, according to a recent dis- 
patch from New York City, are plan- 
ning to establish electric roads as 
suburban branches, in the central and 
western part of the State, the object 
being to regain local traffic which 
they have lost, and to save local 
traffic which they are in danger of 
losing, by reason of the competition 
of independent trolley lines. 

‘Two years ago, as the dispatch in 
forms us, the New York Central road 
endeavored to stem the tide of trolley 
competition in local traffic by reduc- 
ing fares and increasing the daily 
number of trains. This plan proved 
ineffective, as may be supposed. Ex- 
perience has proved that the gener- 
ality of people, other things being 
equal, prefer to ride on electric roads 
rather than on steam roads, in 
suburban transit. One reason for this 
preference is doubtless the fact that 
it is practicable to give much more 
frequent service on the trolley lines 
than on steam roads, and people are 
not required to lose so much time 
waiting for trains. Then the trolley 
lines generally run through the 
principal streets of cities, so that the 
cars can be boarded readily, without 
the necessity of going a central 
station to make the start. 

The managers of steam roads will | 
do well to recognize the fact that 
electric roads have “come to stay,’ 
and the further fact that instead of 
entering into wasteful and irritating 
controversies, in an attempt to shut 
out trolley lines, in certain sections, 
the wiser course would be to adopt 
the trolley as an auxiliary of the 
steam road, as ‘the New York Cen- 
tral is reported to be doing. It is 
entirely practicable to build railroads 
so that the same road can be used for 
both steam and electric traction, with- 
out material. interference of the one 
system with the other. This plan 
would be especially adaptable to loca 
freight traffic. 

A line of steam road running 
through almost any well populat cd 
section could probably add greatly to 
its business by adopting electric trac- 
tion as an adjunct to its principal 
business. The main line could be 
equipped for electricity as well as 
steam, and trolley branches could be 
built to smaller towns off from the 
main line, and which it would not 
pay to reach by steam road. In ex- 
ceptional cases, a trolley road might 
be extended through populous country 
districts, even if no village of consid- 
erable size were touched, for the sake 
of hauling country produce, milk, etc., 
to points on the main line from which 
they could be readily Shipped to the 
larger markets. With suitable trolley 
lines, farm products could be hauled 
from the country districts to ship- 
ping points cheaper by electric trac- 
tion than the individual farmer could 
haul his own produce by team, over the 
average country road. Rural trolley 
lines, thus used as feeders for steam 
roads, would save time and money 
to the farmer, while adding to the 
revenues of the steam roads. 

For all the purposes of the lighter 
local freight traffic the trolley sys- 
tem of traction would be admirable, 
and would greatly relieve the pressure 
of local freight traffic upon the steam 
roads. Needless to say, the exten- 
sion of the trolley into country dis- 
tricts, connecting small towns that are 
now without railway connections of 
‘any kind, would greatly facilitate 
travel and stimulate traffic of all 
kinds, thus adding to the prosperity 
of the section traversed, and furnish- 
ing an ever-increasing revenue to the 
railway companies. 

The New York Central Railroad 
Company is evidently on the right 
track—literally and figuratively —in 
recognizing the trolley as a friend 
and a valuable auxiliary, rather than 
a foe to be opposed. It seems al- 
together probable that the present 
conflict between steam and electricity 
for traction purposes will eventually 
end in a permanent treaty of peace 
and alliance, which will be cheerfully 
ratified bv the parties in interest on 
both sides, because it will be mutually 
advantageous to them, as it will 
be to the public. For the long haul, 
steam traction has many and great 
advantages over electricity, while the 
latter is undoubtedly best adapted for 
local business of all kinds save the 


heaviest of freight  heuling. Under 


these conditions, each system is sure 
to find and hold its proper field, in 
the course of industrial evolution. 
The business is at present in a transi- 
tion state, with much apparent clash- 
ing of interests. But out of the pres- 
ent discord will eventually come har- 


for progress.

Whoever saw it jaughed 
at the foolishness of the orthodox com- 
munity of the Khatris. The bride- 

made four circles a the 
Plant so as to take what is called 
pheras, and had his shoulder-cloth 
tied with the plant. At last after 
three or four hours the bridegroom re- 
turned home with great dhum dham. 
He had been married twice before, but 
unfortunately had lost his wives both 
the times. 

It is a custom with the Khatris that 
if a man loses his wives two times 
then at the third time, before his ac- 
tual marriage takes place, a formal 
marriage at home is performed with 
an Ak plant, so that his next wife may 
not die. Strange to say that such ab- 
surdities are ascribed to the teach- 
ings of the Shastras. When such is 
the case with men of wealth and in- 
fluence, who are generally considered 
as leaders of their community, what 
shall we say of the poor ignorant 
masses? The Khatris have yet done 
nothing as regards practical reforma- 
tion in their manners and custome, 
though every year some resolutions are 
passed for preventing such

IND SHIELDS BECOME 
BONE OF CONTENTION. 


HORSEMEN PROTEST AGAINST THE 
RECORDS THEY 


— 
Considerable Doubt Expressed Wheth- 
er National Association Will Accept 
Some of the New and Sensational 
Performances—Future Possibilities. 


Wind shields will undoubtedly prove 
a bone of contention at the next meet- 
ing of the National Trotting Associa- 
tion, and many prominent horsemeh 
are of the opinion that the records 
made during the present season by 
Dan Patch, 1:59; Lou Dillon, 2:00; Ma- 
jor Delmar, 2:00, and Prince Alert, 1:57, 
with the aid of the new speed accel- 
erator will not be accepted. Strange to 
say, those drivers who have used the 
wind shield with success are not very 
enthusiastic as to its value; while the 
driyers whose horses have been out- 
‘Classed by the new records claim that 
it makes a horse two or three seconds 
faster. There are endless opinions pro 
and con, but just how much the new 
device accelerates the speed of a horse 
is an unsolved problem. 

The shield originated with bicycle 
riders, and several — 8 in that line 
have expressed the opinion when ques- 
tioned on the subject that when there 
is no wind the shield is good for two 
seconds additional speed. For the first 
time in the history of the light-harness 
horse the wind shield was adopted in 
races against time this season. It is a 
v-shaped device of canvas or metal 
that comes down close to the ground 
and extends a trifie wider than the 
wheels of the cart that is hooped to the 
runner, and driven immediately in 
front of the speed-trial horse. That it 
is a speed accelerator there is no doubt, 
but it can only be used in contests 
against time, and then only by an ex- 
perienced and dexterous race driver, 
who can both drive and properly rate 
a runner. 

From the demonstrations of the past 
season there is every reason to de- 
lieve that the wind shield was an as- 
sistance of at least two seconds to any 
trotter or pacer going close to the two- 
minute speed, and it is the opinion of 
some that a shield can be constructed 
so that it is ible for a pacer to 
follow it a mile in 1:55 or better, and 
a trotter in 1:58 or better, and not have 
the horse distressed as much as he 
would be in going a mile under nat- 
ural conditions. 

It was the opinion of every horseman 
that saw Prince Alert finish his mile in 
1:57 at the Empire City track a few 
weeks ago, that no horse that ever 
went a mile close to 2:00 finished un- 
der the line as fresh and strong as he 
did the day he reduced the pacing rec- 
ord. When Lou Dilion began smashing 
records at the Cleveland track the re- 
ports made no mention of the sulky 
and runner sent in advance to break 
the atmospheric resistance, and the 
public was led to believe that the rec- 
ords which had stood for years were 
being swept away under natural con- 
ditions.. Such was not the case, how- 
ever. - ba
